.aw of Much Interest to Wheelmen. 


Probate Judge Has 


Authority. 


A copy of the new bicycle side path 
aw recently passed by the legislature 
nas reached this city. 
It provides that 
upon the appliction of at least five 
bicycle riders in the county the pro­ 
bate judge shall appoint a commission 
consisting of five bicyclists to take 
control of the side path problem in the 
ounty. 
Once a year this commission is to 
meet and decide on a badge which 
shall be a license for riders to use 
bicycle paths in the county. 
The li­ 
cense will cost each rider $1 and it is 
to be fastened to the left fork of the 
wheel or the bottom frame within six 
niches of the head. 
The possession of this license gives 
^he rider the right to ride on any side 
path in the county. 
Any one not hav­ 
ing a license is to be fined from $5 to 
$25 if they use the path.

coming from the licenses is all to be 
used for the construction of paths.

A matter of im portance before the 
I conference w as tile report of the (Him- 
^mission on the 
organic law of the 
church. 
T his com m ission w as appoint­ 
ed bv the general conference of low land 
w a s made up of tw o bishops, six m in is­ 


t e r s aud three laym en, am ong whom 
were the leading authorities in 
the 
church. 
It had several protracted ses­ 
sions, according to its secretary, 
the 
Rev. C. VV. Sm ith, of Pittsburg, every 
question bearing on the subject being 
submitted to tin* m ost careful scrutiny. 
The real work of the com m ission w as 
to decide on w hat is the organic law of 
the church—or, in other words, w hat is 
the constitution? 
The m ovem ent for determ ining pre­ 
cisely \\ hat these lim its are began in 
1888. 
It w ill probably close w ith the 
adoption of tile present com m ission's 
report, modified, if at all, by a few ver­ 
bal changes. 
The report nam es as th** 
organ ie law of the church the articles 
of religion, the 
general rules as they 
appeared in the discipline of 1808, and 
all that legislation w inch appears un­ 
der the head of ‘‘The general confer­ 
ence.” 
Only the first paragraphs of the re­ 
port were considered by the conference. 
O n e of these served to show the senti­ 
ment relative lo lay representation in 
the annual convention. 
It is clear that 
this vs ill he resisted by the m inistry. 
Tile rejM*rt of tile special com m ission 
continuing the recent action o f the gen ­ 
eral con feren ce in graining et m al lay 
aud m inisterial representation at all 
general conferences, hut, except un dei 
special prey isi* ai excluding laym en from 
all annual conference,wa* adopted after 
a hot debate.
